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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 4, 14 and 20-22 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
In claim 4, lines 2-3, "the integrated circuit" should be changed to "the active 

semiconductor substrate" for clarity. 

In claim 14, line 2, and claim 22, line 1, "the substrate" should be changed to "the 
support wafer", for clarity. 

In claim 20, lines 3-4, after "the integrated circuit" insert —wafer-, for clarity. 

In claim 21, line I, the phrase "the integrated circuit is" should be changed to "the 
integrated circuit wafer comprises", for clarity. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

2. The numbering of claims is not in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .126 which requires the 
original numbering of the claims to be preserved throughout the prosecution. When claims are 
canceled, the remaining claims must not be renumbered. When new claims are presented, they 
must be numbered consecutively beginning with the number next following the highest 
numbered claims previously presented (whether entered or not). 

Misnumbered claims 23 (second occurrence) - 33 have been renumbered 25 - 35.

Claims 23 and 24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Linn et al. 

(PN 5,849,627). 

Linn et al. discloses, as shown in Figures 9a- 16, an apparatus comprising: 
a thinned integrated circuit wafer; 

a support wafer being electrically conductive, and comprising at least one of the grop 
consisting of metal and carbon; 

a glue being electrically conductive, the glue being disposed between the integrated 
circuit wafer and the support wafer and comprising at least one of the group consisting of metal 
and carbon [Figure 15 and Col. 16, lines 1-56].
